The NPL is EPA’s list of uncontrolled or 

abandoned hazardous waste sites identified for 

long-term cleanup under the federal Superfund 

program.   

 

The Site is located in Bristow, Creek County, 

Oklahoma.  Site sources include contaminated 

soil, cooling ponds, and numerous tank bot-

toms.  Hazardous substances include polycy-

clic hydrocarbons (PAHs), and metals, 

primarily lead.  Adding the Site to the NPL 

will allow for extensive cleanup of contamina-

tion.
